The voyage was veiled In such 


secrecy, he said, that the crew did 
not know the liner's destination, 
all lights were extinguished during 
the North Atlantic crossing and 
the wireless1 answered no calls. 
Post said that after some days 


at soa he realized the Bremen 
was sailing tar to the nprth, bA- 


cause of the cold weather, but 
that he had no Idea where she 
was going. 


There were ho passengers or car- 
go and every

made to save the crew In event 
of an attack. 


The vessel was painted gray as 


she sped across the Atlantic. She 
traveled much of the time In heavy 
mist, which helped to conceal her 
from any ships near her course. 
Post said the Bremen flew the 


Soviet flag and the flag of the 
North German-Lloyd 
Line, 
but 


carried no German colors. 


He said Captain Ahrens called 


the crew together September 3, the 
day Great Britain and France de- 
clared war, and told them the war 
had started. 
"It doesn't look very good for 
us," he quoted the captain as say- 
ing, "for I've sworn that the Eng- 
lish won't seize me and my ahtp 
while I'm alive. I would rather 
sink the Bremen." 


"Sir, sir, what a journey we

MOSCOW, Oct. 12.—(/P)—United 
States Ambassador Laurence A. 
Steinhardt called at the Kremlin 
todav for a talk which reliable 
sources said urged Soviet Russia 
to refrain from making excessive 
demands on Finland.

CHAMBERLAIN 
SAYS 


ONLY SETTLED PEACE 
CAN BE AGREED UPON 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—(&)—Prime Minister Chamber- 


lain told Adolf Hitler today he could have peace if he 
wanted it but it "must be a real and settled peace" a,nd 
not that outlined by the German fuehrer in the.reich- 
stag last Friday. 


Replying to Hitler's peace overtures Chamberlain, 


in his weekly war report to the 
house of commons, 


scorned "an 
uneasy 
truce interrupted by constant 


alarms and repeated threats." 


He said the 
proposals of 
Hitler's 
speech 
were 


"vague and uncertain and contain no suggestion for 
righting the wrongs done to Czecho-Slovakia and Po- 
land." 


"The German government and the German govern- 


ment alone," Chamberlain declared, stands in the way 
of the "peace we are determined to secure." 


The prime minister said that lacking "convincing 


proof" by definite acts and guarantees of Hitler's will 
for peace Britain and France "must presevere in our 
duty to the end." 


When Chamberlain finished his comparatively brief 


declaration Clement R. Atlee, leader of the labor oppo- 
sition, spoke in support. 


Britain, Chamberlain declared, could not 
accept 


such a basis for peace as Hitler proposed "without for- 
feiting her honor." 


Chamberlain said that even if Hitler's proposals con- 


tained suggestions for righting the wrongs of Poland 
an-1 Czechoslovakia "it would still be necessary to ask 
by what practical means the German government in- 
tends to convince the world that aggressions will cease 
and that pledges will be kept." 


Looking beyond the war, Chaiy-^ 
boilain asserted, •"'what'evef' may 
be the Issue of-*fhe present strug- 
gulo and In whatever way it may 
be brought to a conclusion the 
world will not be the same world 
that we have known before." 


Looking Beyond Victory. 
The prime minister added: 
"We are not aiming only at vic- 
tory, but rather looking beyond 
it to the laying of a foundation 
of a better international system 
which will mean that war is not, 
to bo the lot of every succeeding 
generation. 
"It is for Germany to make her 


choice," he asserted, whether to 
continue the war or show nho 
wants peace by "definite acts and 
by the provision of effective guar- 
antor" that 
her 
undertakings 


will lie carried out.

The Monroe Doctrine, accord-

peace It It made proper reparations 
wit:, sufficient guarantees for fu- 
ture good conduct. 


In other words, while he found 


no basis for peace discussions in 
the nazi feuhror's terms, the door

BE SUPPLIED SOON 


WITH BEST RIFLE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—(&)— 
Doughboys of the regular army and 
national guard soon will be sup- 
plied with the "world's best shoul- 
der rifle," the new Garand soml- 
automatlo M-l, at the rate of 400 a 
day. 


An $8,710,000 order for 65,000 of 
the weapons was given a commer- 
cial arms plant by the war depart- 
ment yesterday to supplement the 
expanding output of the Spring- 
field, Mass., arsenal. 
Twenty months hence, under pres- 
ent schedules, some 168,000 Infan- 
trymen will be armed with the rifle. 
No other army has a rifle com- 
paring In deadliness with this wea- 
pon, 
ordnance experts said. The 
Garand fires a clip of eight bullets 
one or more a second before re- 
loading. 


At the 
same time, President 
Roosevelt disclosed administration 
plans for building the army up to a 
force of about 600,000, Including the 
regular' troops, the national guard 
and reserve officers. He told re- 
porters, however, that the nation's 
armed 
forces already

that figure. 
The war department announced

FUN AT CONCERTS 


"A lot of people who go 


to symphonies don't know 
what is going on and are 
t h i n k i n g 
about 
other 


things," says a music critic. 
There's nothing wrong in 
that, he thinks, provided 
they go to the concert from 
choice and like to do their 
thinking to music. 


This critic 
advocats 
a 


less 
serious 
approach to 


music generally. It's really 
a delight, not a chore, he 
says, though too often Am- 
erican audiences go about 
it as ,if it were the latter. 


These suggestions do not 


come as something 
quite 


new in the world of mu- 
sic. The light approach to 
good' 
music has 
already 


been made in a number of 
ways and places. Summer 
concerts in parks in sever- 
al 
American cities 
have 


achieved great popularity 
without sacrificing musical 
quality in program or per- 
formance. 


Last summer one city 


had a music season of a 
dozen concerts played by a 
fine symphony orchestra in 
a public auditorium equip- 
ped with tables and chairs 
instead of the usual con- 
ventional rows 
of seats. 


Waitresses served 
refresh- 


ments while the orchestra 
played. Patrons were per- 
mitted to smoke or chat if 
they wished, and no one 
glared at them for doing 
so. AS a matter of fact, the 
audience was quiet and ap- 
preciative.

years said, 


"Why didn't they do some- 
thing like this' long ago? 
This is great!"

A Glimpse of the Wilderness 
Every reader's honest soul re- 


sponds affirmatively when I say 
that temptation comes to all of us. 
Jesus Himself was not immune.' 
One of the great spiritual expenl- 
ences of that perfect Life came 
when, stepping down 
from 
the 


exaltation and ecstacy of His bap- 
tism and the Divine approbation 
that, accompanied 
It, He went 


apart Into the wilderness for forty 
days to test His soul. 


It was a renl wilderness, bare, 


brown, desolate, with beasts of 
prey lurking about, Into which 
Jesus departed alone. An Ameri- 
can clergyman was recently cap- 
tured by bandits and kept hidden 
in the caves of this region 
of 


waste. From Jerusalem's 
walls 


one may look to the south and 
to the east and behold this moun- 
tainous desolation of the Wilder- 
ness of Judea. 


As real as the wilderness was 


the temptation of Jesus. It was no 
staged performance, no make-be- 
lieve. 


"As idle as a painted ship upon 
a painted ocean." 


This 
lonely, 
hunger-emaciated 


Man could have succumbed 
to 


temptation, even as you and I. He 
was sustained by no powers that 
are not at the command of any 


r one of us. He wns "tempted In all 
I points like as we are, yet without 
I sin." 


Is There a Devil? 


Satan has gone out of fashion In 


our day; but not out of business. 
For the word "sin" we have substi- 
tuted "self-expression." Instead of 
"resist the devil,' we say "obey 
that Impulse." and out 
of this 


new philosophy of the liberty of 
human nature to be Its worst as 
well as Its best self has developed 
such an era of vulgarity, shallow- 
ness, senuallty and crime as this 
western world has never 
before 


known. The new world war Is a 
natural sequence of the sinning by 
nations and by Individuals. 


There are two horns of this di- 


lemma of the devil. 
Either we 
! must accept the Bible's explicit 
teaching of a malign and power- 
ful personality, the perpetual foe 
of God and of good, "the Prince 
of the air," who Incites us humans 
to do wrong; or else we must ad- 
mit that human nature, In Its in- 
nermost essence, has 
diabolical 


tendencies. I, for one, am not will- 
ing to admit that my fellow men 
are so devilish that they can ac- 
complish the evil that is In the 
world today without the 
Incite- 


ment and support of a Satan. 


As Billy Sunday used to say, "I 


know there Is a devil, because I've 
done business with him." Every- 
body with the slightest capacity 
for self-analysis-knows, with Paul 


that there are two 
forces con- 


tending for the mastery of his 
soul. Jesus demonstrated, for all 
time, that the God In man 
Is 


mightier than the Satan In man. 
Out of the wilderness temptation 
emerges the tremendous truth that 
God enables man to live on higher 
levels and to be his best self. A 
temptation may be an opportun- 
ity to lino higher, Instead of to 
sink lower.

What happens In a person's soul 


Is the only really Important con- 
cern In life. Our world Is askew 
and at war today because we havu 
adopted a contrary policy. We put 
external things first. We are daft 
over possessions. Greedy nations

Individ 
uals conceive of success only In 
terms of acquisition. 


All too slowly—with the asient 


of the psychologists, and the agree' 
ment of really thoughtful public 
personages—we 
are 
perceiving 


that It Is the spiritual side of 
life which truly matters. Our re- 
sources and replenishments must 
come from God-guided, God-gird- 
ed and God-guarded souls. There 
Is no material project before any 
nation today that can effect the 
great change needed to 
salvage 


civilization. Only Individuals whose 
lives are yielded to God can do 
so. He Would Not Compromise 


Three major temptations came 


to Jesus In the wlldnesncss, and 
they all spelled compromise. First, 
and crassest, and freighted with 
Immediacy to a hungry body, was 
the temptation to turn stones In- 
to bread. "A man must live!" Is 
the common cry; although the 
noblest figures on the panorama 
of history, with Jesus in the fore- 
ground, have shown that It is more 
Important to keep one's soul than 
to continue to exist. Nobody U fit 
to live who has not learned to sub- 
ordinate desire to duty, and to die 
for things more important than 
life. That Is why we have our val- 
halla of heroes, patriots and mar- 
tyrs. That Is the truth sustaining 
millions In this present war. 


Second of the temptations of 


Jesus was to show off His faith, 
In needless exhibitionism, like tho 
sensational evangelist who public- 
ly let a rattlesnake bite him. God's 
care is for our real necessities, 
and not for display, Satan quoted 
Scripture, but missed the plain In- 
tent of his text. Jesus was not one 
to fall into presumptuous sin. 


Every publio man has mot the 


third of 
the 
temptations which 


confronted Jesus; to achieve his 
ends by compromise; to turn away 
from the hard, high road that led 
to Calvary, and to give the devil 
a place in his allegiance. What a 
timely book for politicians and 
business men could be written up- 
on this theme! We think of Mun- 
ich, for instance. 


The answer of 
Jesus, 
which 


routed the devil, was a clear-cut 
and unwavering assertion of the 
sole sovereignty of God. Only He 
merits our adoration and our ser- 
vice. When God is given 
first 


place In a life, sin and Satan are 
crowded out.

KRIVITSKY "BROKE 
WITH 


STALIN AS RESULT DEATHS, 


HE CLAIMS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. 
General Walter G. Krivltsky, who 
iidentified 
himself as a 
former 


officer of the Russian military in- 
telligence, told the Dies commit- 
tee today that communist party 
loaders in Germany, Poland and 
Hungary were recalled to Moscow 
nnd shot even though they were 
not Russian citizens, 


Tho reason was that 
Joseph 
Stalin "diatructed" them, he said. 
The slight, 40-year old •witness 


named nine persons who he said 
had been communist leaders and 
who later displeased Stalin and 
mot death. 
Some were former members of 
the German reichstag. 
"Were these people citizens of 
Germany." the witness was asked. 
"Yes," ho replied through his 
Interpreter, Boris Snub. 


Whispering: his answers to Snub, 


Krivltsky asserted that "the most 
important Hungarian communist 
party leader" who met death in 
this way was Bela Kun, 
Earlier In testimony, Krivltsky 
declared he was a member of the 
Russian military intelligence from 
1920 
until December, 1937. 


At one point in his listing of 
names of foreigners executed in 
Russia, he said: "A leader of the 
Soviet secret police gave me these 
facts." 
Rhla Whltley, committee coun- 
sel, inquired whether it was a 
correct statement that these for- 
eigners 
were 
executed 
because 


they had disobeyed the Soviet. 
"It can't he put that simply," 
Krivltsky rejoined. "At this stage 
of the purge it was not a question 
of whether they agreed or dis- 
agreed. It was simply a matter 
of Stalin distrusting them." 


The Germans listed by Krlvlt- 


Bky as having 
been 
shot were 
communist leaders and all but one 
were 
former members 
of the 


reichstag. 
"The number of foreign com- 
munist representatives who were 
recalled to Moscow to be discip- 
lined and punished has never been 
determined." 
declared 
Krivltsky. 
"It. certainly runs Into hundreds." 


Punishment, he said, "began with 


demotion and ended with execu- 
tion." 
The 1936-37 purge in 
Russia, 


Krivltsky said, resulted 
in the 
deaths of 35,000 members of the 
Red army officers' corps. 
In addition, Krivltsky related to

"In this 
climatic period one 


could not remain in the party 
without taking part in the purge 
himself," he continued. 


"Stalin demanded that I take 
an active part in the purge. This

Stalin."

in 1037, Krivltsky 
said. 


Entering the 
military 
Intelli- 
gence in 1920, he said that from 
1921 
to 1932 he worked in the 
third bureau of the Red army 
general staff. 


Answering questions by Rhca 
Whltley, committee counsel, about 
his various connections with tho 
Soviet government, Krivltsky said 
that in 1923 ho was sent to Ger- 
mnny "to organize the German 
revolution and prepare the man- 
power for the German Red army." 


Holding various positions in the 
intervening years, he said he be- 
came dictator of the war Indus- 
tries institute and then In 1934 
returned to general staff Intelli- 
gence work. 
In 1935-37 he was 


chief 
of Soviet military intelli- 


gence for Western Europe "which 
includes Central Europe, particu- 
larly Germany."

Poland Demolished 
"In a few weeks the state which 
thought it could threaten German 
interests most insolently (Poland) 
has been demolished — thanks to 
our soldiers and our military stra- 
tegy," 'the Fuehrer declared.

If 
shn refuses to eat, take the food 
away. 
Be firm about this. 
Do 


not allow her to have anything 
else, no matter how she cries. 
Children learn very early In life 
how to got around us, you know, 
and one of their best ways Is to 
scream for what they want, know- 
ing that we will give them almost 
anything to keep peace. 


When her next mealtime comes, 
set the food before her, and you 
will find that she will eat it. Of 
course she may be able to hold 
out longer, but on no account 
give her Ice cream until she has 
finished the other food.

PLANNING OF FARM IN ORDER 


GET PROPER BALANCE BETWEEN 


CROPS IS CONSERVATION JOB 


The planning of a farm to get 


the proper balance between food 
crops, fibre crops and livestock 
products is another one of the 
many things considered by the 
soil conservation service in estab- 
lishin ga complete long time agri- 
cultural system, reports 
techni- 


cians of the soil conservation ser- 
vice. 


It is highly important that there 


be 
a 
proper 
balance 
between 


crops nnd livestock If the farm- 
er's income is to be on the most 
stable bases. 
The trend of the 


last few years toward a diversi- 
fied 
system of farming blends 


well with a complete soil 
and 


water conservation program. 


It is a well established fact 


that the soil Is depleted of Its fer- 
ility to a great extent If the same 
crop is grown on the same soil 
year after 
year. 
But 
still 
a 


greater 
evil arises 
when 
this 


practice is used, in that In most 


cases erosion takes Its toll In no 
small amount of soil and plant 
nutrients. This Is especially true 
of continuous cropping of clean 
tilled crops such as cotton and 
corn. On'the other hand, where a 
system 
of rotation 
Is 
practiced 


with soil conserving crops 
in- 


cluded, less soil and plant food Is 
lost. 


Not only does this proper bal- 


ance 
save our most Important 


natural resource—the soil, but It 
also places the farmer in a more 
stable condition should one of 
his major enterprises fall to bring 
in the anticipated net 
Income. 


Food crops such n» corn, oats, or- 
chards, gardens and others, will 
provide food along with the fibre 
crop cotton, ond with a sufficient 
number of livestock to consume a 
part of the feed the farmer Is in 
a position to best utilize his time. 
By properly managing his 
live- 


stock the soil can be built to a 


higher fertility through crop real- 
due and barnyard manure with- 
out sacrificing any soil loss and 
in many cases, any net income. 


No two farms have the same 


Identical problem but the same 
general broad points of planning 
may be applied to every farm. The 
farmer's needs and desires arc al- 
ways considered and the soil con- 
servation service In Its planning 
make the weak and the strong 
points known to the co-operating 
farmer and plans with him the 
number of acres In 
food 
crops, 


fibre crops, and the number as 
well as the kind of livestock that 
best fits into his particular case. 


Many co-operating farmers re- 
port that since they have develop- 
ed a complete soil and water con- 
servation program on their farms 
they have been able to utilize their 
time and every acre to a fuller ex- 
tent and that It has enabled them 
to maintain a higher living stand- 
ard. 
This proper 
balancing of 


crops 
and 
livestock 
certainly 


merits consideraton 
when 
plan- 


ning for a long time system 
of 
agriculture.
